BOY SINGER HELD; 
HELPED BLIND MAN 
UBTAIN $10 DAILY 


Father of Michael Larkin, Aged 
8, and Mendicant, Divided 
Street Collections. 





The sound of a sweet young voice sing- 
ing “The Ragtime Violin’ floated 


through the windows of Central District 
Station Friday, causing many on their 
way to work to stop and wonder. 

The singer was Michael Larkin, 8 years 
old, a blue-eyed boy, who had been tak- 
en in custody by the police at the re- 
quest of Probation Officer Fullerton of 
the Juvenile Court. He was stopped by 
Patrolman Lambert at the west ap- 
proach of the Eads Bridge while in 
company with a blind man for whom 
he said he had been singing for several 
weeks. They were about to start for 
Belleville. 

The boy told the police that he and his 
father, John Larkin, came to St. Louis 
from their home in Cairo, Ill., about a 
month ago, and have been living at 300 
Market street. He said that his singing 
enabled the blind man to collect from 
$6 to $10 a day, and,.that this money 
was divided by the blind man and his 
father. 

Wins Presents Peeen Policemen, 
When he was taken to Police Head- 
quarters the boy volunteered to sing for 
Sergt. Alexander. After the first few 
bars of his song policemen came flocking 
from other parts of the building to lis- 
ten. They gave the boy nickels and 
chewing gum. He was sent to the Ju- 
venile Court detention room to be held 
for the Juvenile Court. 

Michael wore a new straw hat and a 
neat Buster Brown suit. He said that 
his clothes, board and lodging were all 
that he received for his singing. ; 
The father also was taken to police 
headquarters and cited to appear in 
court. He said that he was a poor man 
and didn’t know it was wrong to send 
his boy out with the blind man instead 
of putting him in school. The police 
did not detafn the blind man or learn 
his name. 

Fullerton recetved an anonymous let- 
ter, May l4, saying that there were 
three neglected children at 300 Market 
street and that one of them was sent 
out every day by his father as singer 
for a blind man. 

Other Children Cared For. 
Fullerton went to the Market street 
house and found Larkin with his small- 
er children, {John, 6 years old, and 
Louisa, 4. Trough the Juvenile Court 
the bay was sent to St. Joseph’s and 
the girl to.8t. Mary’s Asylum. The po- 
lice were “instructed to look for the old- 
er boy. . 

Larkin. says he has Been unable to 
find work in St. Louis. He told the po- 
lice Ke had a brother, Charles, who is a 
prog perous farmer near Cairo. An_ef- 
fort will be made to induce this brother 
tm care for the children.

In this connection the grand jury re- 
port said: 

“We have investigated numerous au- 
tomohbile accidents during our term, sev- 
era) of which resulted in the loss of life, 
and, in others, to the serious injury of 
the victims. We are convinced that, 
with but few exceptions, automobile ac- 
cidents are the result of speeding and 
a criminal disregard of the rights of pe- 
destrians. We also believe that no per- 
£0n under 18 years of age should be per- 
nutted to drive an automobile.” 

Girl Recovering From Injury. 

Miss Dinsmore was believed to have 
been injured fatally at the time she was 
struck by Richeson’s car. She was taken 
tc her home, where she is slowly recov- 
ering. After hitting her, the auto 
Luimped into the car she was waiting 
for and was damaged $1000. George C. 
Etrinkman, 2618 Locust street, was the 
owner of the auto. 

Although the grand jury devotes much 
space in its report to lid clubs, no lid 
club indictments were brought in. This 
was something of a surprise to many 
wh> were. in Judge Wilson A. Taylor’s 
court when the report was read. Many 
persons believed to be identified with lid 
cluhs had been called before the grand 
jury. 

The report reiterates a statement 
in a previous report.that the jury 
considers lid clubs nothing -more 
than illegal saloons. It earnestly 
commends the present police activity 
against the clubs and says that this 
uctivity should be continued. 

The report expresses regret for the 
failure to indict those “higher up” 
in the lid clubs, but says the im- 
munity given to witnesses by the 
law has made it impossible to get 
evidence on which to base indict- 
ments. It was thought in the court 
room that the immunity referred to 
is the constitutional privilege of any 
person to refuse to give testimony 
which might incriminate him. 

The section devoted to lid clubs con- 
cludes with this sentence: ‘“‘We recom- 
mend that the next Legislature pass a 
law placing all clubs and other places 
where liquor is dispensed under license 
and regulation.’” The words ‘all clubs’’ 
and “other places’’ are underscored. 

The city institutions get clean bills of 
health except the city jail. The grand 
jurors say they found the jail in a 
dilapidated condition but added that 
they had been told plans have been 
made and money appropriated for a new 
jail.

Judges Virtually Reverse Them- 
selves in Casé in Which Wom. . 
an ‘€sot Verdict.

NEW YORK, May 31.—The Appellate 
Division of thé Supreme Court today 
virtually reversed itself in the suit of 
Mrs. Alice Roycroft against Henry Clay 
Pierce of St. Louis. Mrs. Roycroft orig- 
inally obtained a judgment against 
Pierce by default. He applied.to have 


the default reopened on tLe ground that 
sickness had prevented his appearing at 
the hearing and an opinion by Justice 
Laughlin, in which his associates all 
coneurred, denied the motion. 

Justice Laughlin took occasion to rep- 
rimand Pierce for the ‘“unsubstantial’’ 
excuses he advanced for his nonappear- 
ance. 

Today, however, a Memorandum was 
added to the decision to the effect that 
the opinion was given ‘without preju- 
dice to the right of the appellant 
(Pierce) to make a new application in 
special term’’ for a reopening of the 
default and to give further and more 
satisfactory reasons for his nonappear- 
ance on the day set for trial. 

Robert Stewart, Mrs. Roycroft’s at- 
torney, was disappointed at the new 
turn, but he declared the case would be 
fought to the end. 

Mrs. Roycroft obtained judgment April 
16 for $177,000, the value of stocks which 
she alleged she gave to Pierce for trans- 
fer to his broker and which she charged 
he converted to his own use. Pierce en- 
tered a general denial.

GETTYSBURG, Pa., May 31—Col 
Theodore Roosevelt has further enriched 
the language which so many of his 


phrases now adorn by producing the 
following conjunctive description: 

**Three-guinea-pig-power brain.”’ 

This is considered vastly superior to 
Woodrow Wilson's ‘‘single track mind” 
phrase, which had a brief vogue. Mr. 
Wilson referred to his own mind. Col. 
Roosevelt did NOT refer to his own 
brain. 

It happened soon after his speech on 
the tield of Gettysburg. The former 
Rough Rider’s attention was called to 
a speech of Representative Fitzgerald in 
which-th: Congressman had read what 
purportéd to be a memorandum of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt relating to alterations to 
the White House “‘to be permanent dur- 
ing my lifetime.’’

NEW YORK, May 31.—A new transfer 
system was introduced on the lines of 
the New York City Railways Co. today, 
designed to end transfer abuses, to 
save money for the company and to be 
more convenient for the passenger.

~- ALABAMA GANGS 


Twenty-Year Precedent Broken 
When Two Negro Slayers Are 
Ordered ‘to Gallows. 


CRIMES AROUSED PEOPLE 





Business Men Organized Law En- 
forcement League to Stop 
Reign of Weekly Murders. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. May %1.—For 
10 years it has been tmpossible to con- 
viet anybody in this (Jefferson) County 
of first-degree murder. ‘Now two men 
await the gallows for murdering a ne- 
gto; @ third escaped with life imprison- 
ment. 

The new era has been due to the ac- 


tivity of the Law Enforcement League, 
composed of 200 business men whose 
sense of justice had been outraged by 
leniency toward murderers, 

Arthur Jones and William Watson 
are the two sentenced to déath Ar- 
thur’s brother, Walter, was sentenced to 
life imprisonment. Their victim was 
John Holland, a negro miner. 

Watson was a friend of the Jones 
brothers, and as a witness had secured 
their escape from the penitentiary in 
connection with another killing. So, 
when Holland got out a warrant charg- 
ing Watson with stealing some of his 
fancy game cocks Watson demanded 
that the Jones brothers “fix” Holland 
to drop the case. They “fixed” him by 
enticing him into the woods and shoot- 
ing him to death and concealing the 
body. That was a year ago, and it was 
not until recently that the crime was 
discovered, , 

Gangster’s Confession Opens Way. 
A short time ago the Law Enforce- 
ment League caused the arrest of a 
rough-and-tumble character, Teck Dun- 
can, chiefly as a blind. He was charged 
with having part in a murder, and was 
put in jail. As soon as the league's 
promise of protection from the gang 
and a good job after the members 
were punished was given to him, Dun- 
can told where Holland’s body could 
be found, and gavé other information 
which resulted in drawing the net 4 
tightly about the Jones brothers that 
they collapsed and confessed, not only 
the Holland murder, but seven others. 
Most of their victims were shot from 
ambush, somé for grievances, others 
to close their mouths, one for robbery, 
and one “just for fun.” 

The people in Jefferson County ‘were 


jamazed and enraged and vengeance 


was demanded. But for these develop- 
ments the slayers of Holland might 
have escaped. Killing negroes was 
common in Alabama, and nobody ex- 
pected a white man to be punished for 
it. Murder in Jefferson County has 
been an average weekly incident for 
20 years. The machinery for the ad- 
ministration of justice was more vor 
less charged with politics. The only 
white murderer executed in the past 
decade was a foreign safe blower, with 
no local connections or influence, who 
shot to death two policemen trying to 
arrest him. 

Crimes Protect Other Crimes, 
A gang of half a dozen bullies pur- 
suing as many suspicious methods of 
living, established a reign of terror In 
a remote mining region 10 miles from 
Birmingham, and through coached wit- 
nesses and otherwise, have escaped pun- 
ishment several years. The mysterious 
disappearance of two or three men who 
dared to talk, put fear in the hearts of 
all others. The region became known 
as “Bloody Beat 22.” 
The dozen or more other prisoners now 
in the county jail charged with murder 
are in a state of hysteria. Something 
in the air seems to tell them there witli 
be no more acquitéals for murder where 
the evidence is positive. For the first 
time in the memory of the citizens there 
haen’t been a killing in Jefferson Coun- 
ty for a month. Several, sometimes ag 
many as 10, were the record. 
For several years there have been 
more homicides in Jefferson County 
with its 225,000 population, than in all 
of England, Ireland and Scotland. Busi- 
ness interests had begun to feel it when 
the Law Enforcement League was 
formed,

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2500 Workers Now Out Expect 
General Walkout Unless They 
Win Demands in a Day. 





By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 31.—New York faces 
today a possible strike of every union 
waiter and cook in the city. Twenty- 
five hundred waiters from famous ho- 
tels and restaurants are now on sirike 
and unless they win their fight for 
higher wages, shorter hours and recog- 
nition of their union within 24 hours, 
their leaders have promised to order a 
general walkout. 

This order, according to Edward 
Blochlinger, financial secretary of the 
workérs’ union, would call from their 
places cooks and waiters in every hotel 
not already affected ‘and extend also to 
employes of hundreds of restaurants and 
“quick-lunch” establishments serving 
food at popular prices. 

Approximately 1000 negroes are in 
readiness to be brought to the city from 


| southern points to break the strike, the 


principal hotel managers say. The 
negroes have been recruited, it is said, 
from hotels and employment agencies in 
Florida, Baltimore, Washington, Rich- 
mond, St. Louis and other cities. At tue 
Plaza Hotel, where the waiters quit last 
night, negroes have taken up their 
work. 

Most of the demands of the strikers 
have been granted by the hotel men but 
recognition of the union has been re- 
fused. 

Worker, Quit at Luncheon Hour. 

Union waiters, cooks and kitchen help- 
ers from five more leading hotels and 
clubs joined the strike at lunch time 
and swelled the strikers’ ranks to 2500. 


‘| At Sherry’s, the Calumet Club and the 


Hotel Seville cooks and walters left dia- 
ing rooms filled with luncheon guests. 
Strike breakers, held in reserve, took 
their places. There was no disorder 
there or at the Hotels Marie Antoinette 
and Great Northern, where the waiters 
walked out soon after guests had seat- 
ed themselves at the breakfast tables. 
There was not a corporal’s guard of 
union waiters working today at the Ho- 
tels Plaza. Astor. St. Regis, Waldorf- 
Astoria, Knickerbocker, Rector, Bel- 
mont, Gotham, Imperial, Prince George, 
Breslin or the Holland House. Strikes 
have been declared in all these estab- 
lishments and others in the last 48 
hours, but in none of them, the man- 
agers has the service been 
more thah temporarily impaired. Guests

Objections to the ‘so-called “northeast” ap-| 
proach to the municipal bridge, which the House 
of Delegates has approved, are many and 
welghty. The excessive, cost is fatal, Nearly 
twice the amount of the bond issue for which the 
House provided-in the bill calling a special elec- 
tion on Aug. 5 will have to be obtained. 

If this approach is adopted the people must 
vote a bond issue of $4,000,000 or more. 

The “northeast” approach serves no publi¢ pur- 
pose that cannot be served by an Pehle of 
less cost. 

It would be an absurdity to ask the people 
to approve an approach which costs at least 
$1,500,000 more than ts necessary. Would 
the people vote an issue of bonds far in ex 
cess of the sum needed to complete the bridge? 

If it were possible to obtain a favorable vote 
on such a proposal, the opposition of the Hast 
St. Louis people to the “northeast” approach 
would result in litigation and annoying delay. 

The only objection to the Reber approach, 
which is the best of all suggested in point of ¢n- 
gffieering and cost, is that it might be bottled by 
the Terminal’s tracks. Under the Utilted States 
Supreme Court decision, which knocks the mo- 
nopoly out of the Terminal combine, the Termi- 
nal Association cannot keep any railroad out of 
St. Louis or from using its tracks on an equita- 
ble basis. 

But assuming that the necessity of crossing 
tracks may obstruct railroads desiring to use the 
bridge, .the Retail Merchants’ Association em- 
bodied in a bill an elevated extension to carry 
the approach over all railroad tracks and thor- 
oughfares within the limits of Hast St. Louis, The 
extended Reber approach seems a wise solution of 
the problem. 

The Council should reject the “northeast” ap- 
proach and adopt the extended Reber approach.

Rebel Leader as Answer to 
General’s Threat. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 3%1.—Gen. Pas- 
cual Orozco, leader of the Mexican rev- 
Olutionaries, will be held responsible, 
personally, for the death or injury of 
any American at the hands of his men. 
That is President Taft’s reply to the 
threat made by Orozco in the manifesto 
issued at Chihuahua and aimed at 
Americans. Orozco gent broadcast a 
statement in which he criticised the 
American Government for stopping him 
from procuring ammunition and arms 
in the United States and announced that 
as a result of this Government’s action 
he could not be responsible for anti- 

American demonstrations by rebels. 
Courts’ Intervention. 
Orosco’s action is taken here to mean 
that he courts intervention by this Gov- 


j ernment, which, State Department offi- 
Cials say, he: will not be able to bring 


about. 

If Orozco carries out his threats and 
permits Americans in Chihuahua to be 
arrested, this Government will demand 
of Madero that Orozco be apprehended. 
Tf Madero cannot accomplish this, the 
United States will take steps to do it. 
This can be done only by procuring con- 
sent of the Madero Government. Offi- 
Cials say this will be done. 

Big Loan for Mexico. 

“At the end of his rope,’ is how the 
administration sizes up Orozco’s ef- 
forts. They say he has failed and 
blames the United States. War and 
State Department officials say he is. 
whipped and In a few weeks he and his 
army will be eliminated as trouble 
makers. The officials believe: his pres- 
ent stand is his last effort.

ITS ONLY LACK IS FATS 

Therapeutic Use for Certain 


Forms of Heart Disease Is 
Advocated. 





By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 31.—The increasing 


consumption of candy in this ‘country 
sas been the subject of considerable 
comment at medical meetings here re- 
cently. According to the New York 


Medical Journal, it is generally agreed 
that the food value of candy is be- 
yond dispute and that it has a thera- 
putic use in certain forms of heart dis- 
ease. The absence of fat, it seems, is 
an indication that children should not 
partake of it in unlimited quantities, 
although the only danger from eating it 
lies in the fact that it is often adulter- 
ated. 

“It is quite probable,” says this au- 
thority, “that candy used to be denied 
to children largely because they liked 
it so well. The puritanical idea that 
anything very pleasant must be wrong, 
was long a dominant factor in the mod- 
elling of our diets and in the conduct 
of our lives. Happily for the children 
end for many adults as well, we are 
coming to look with a little less sus- 
picion upon our feelings and desires. 

“In the past five years there has been 
an increase of $47,709,000 in the value of 
the candy produced in the United States. 
This increase has undoubtedly been in- 
fluenced in no small measure by the 
change in the medical profession  to- 
ward the matter of the consumption of 
candy. 

“The drawback in permitting the child 
to eat unlimited candy lies in the ab- 
sence of fat. If the nt is warned 
to introduce sufficient nt of the 
carbo hydrates, by insisting upon the 
use of butter and oils in the diet, the 
child may generally eat pure candy 
without detriment, and even with dis- 
tinct advantage. 

“The sole danger of candy eating lies 
in adulteration. Common sense will 
eventually put a stop to all food adul- 
teration, meanwhiie the candy lover may 
confine his palate to confections of 
modest hue or to those marketed under 
honorable names.”

The limit of their resources, however, 
was reached after most exciting bidding, 
and the picture went to the big dealer 
amid groans and hisses. The large as- 
sembly keenly showed its disappoint- 
ment that the masterpiece has been lost 
to the Louvre. 

Some of the other prices were high, 
“Solitude,” by Coret, bringing 385,000 
francs ($77,000); “Avenue of Chestnuts,” 
by Rousseau, 297,000 .francs ($69,400); 
“Riding Lesson,”” by De La Croix, 154,000 
francs ($30,800).

Shephard and Day, two geological ex- 
}perts whom the Carnegie Foundation 
sent to Hawaii a few months ago 
completed an unusual and somewhat 
hazardous experiment at the volcano 
of Kilauea, according to dispatches 
just received. 

The two scientists were lowered by 
ropes into the crater of Kilauea, 
which is the largest active voleano in 
the world, and for several hours re- 
mained suspended over the bed of 
boiling lava, making a study of the 
gases discharged and gathering speci- 
mens of molten stone for analysis, 

It is the first time in history that 
scientists have gone into the lake of 
fire, as the pit is called, although a 
party climbed to the top of the outer 
pit in 1909. 

Mount Kilauea is six thousand feet 
above the sea and the oval crater of 
the volcano is nine miles in circum- 
ference. The last time it was dan- 
gerously active was in August, 1910.
